that our citizens may have a better 
understanding In this regard and may 
know that we have no power or au- 
thority over this department. 


The Poor 


We 'know that the poor are always 


with us and there Is no more sacred 
duty imposed upon any community 
than that of providing for the care of 
the worthy poor. But in this matter 
you have no duty, except to 
appro- 


priate ihe necessary funds for the 
overseer of the poor to expend,—and 
so long as he keeps within the appro- 
priation you are powerless and with- 
out authority over 
him, unless lie 


should 
be guilty 
of 
such 
official 


wrongdoing as will authorize his re- 
moval from office. 
He can aid and 


care for any citizen he desires to aid 
and to such extent as he pleases, pro- 


Ided the appropriation made by you 


is not exhausted. 
Therefore, before 


determining the amount you..are to 
compel the taxpayers to pay IT this 
purpose, I would urge all of you to 
et personal knowledge and informa- 


tion regarding the poor of the city

Moisant Laughed at Warnings 


Moisant, a Chicagoan by birth, af- 


ter an adventurous life 
in Central 


America, became interested in'avia- 
tion in France less than a year ago. 


Att«r soaring into public recogni- 


tion by his plucky flight from Paris 
across the English channel to.London 
with a passenger, Moisant's fearless- 
ness and resourcefulness 
was 
ex- 


hibited frequently. 


Finding himself without n machine, 


he .purchased cue from a friend for 
510,000 and within ten minutes start- 
ed on his'flight-from Belmont park, 
New York, around the Statue of Lib- 
erty, winning a prize'of 510,000. 


On Saturday a sudden puff of wind 


caught him within 100 feet of 
the 


earth, turned bis machine over and a 
broken neck terminated his career. 


Moisant's machine was a Blerlot 


monoplane, and In addition 
to t'>o 


heavy engine in front of the 
main 


planes, he had fastened to It-a,: tank 
holding thirty-five gallons of gaso- 
lene. Aviation experts believe a sud- 
den puff of wind stopped his machine 
dead in- the nlr and the heavy weight 
ahead dragged the light 
framework 


behind it, flipping the then useless 
elevator towards the zenith. 


From his position, partly back of 


the main planes, Moisant was flipped 
out, 
clear of the machine and struck 


the ground on liis head, breaking his 
neck. 


A fifteen-mile wind, with gusty in- 


tervals,, caused hangar attendants to 
shake their heads at Moisant, but he 
laughed at them and sailed up for a
